Bail for Mrs. Duane Schultz,                  

of 2654 W. Carson St., was re­ 
duced at the same time the 
preliminary hearing on charges 
filed against her for assault 
with a deadly weapon with in­ 
tent to commit murder was 
postponed until July 10.

DEPUTY I). A. Tom McNary 
told the court that he had been 
unable to interview Schultz be­ 
cause of his serious condition, 
and that it would be several 
weeks, at least, before he 
would' be permitted to discuss 
the case with the wounded 
man.

Schultz was shot in the lower 
abdomen after a family quar­ 
rel at the couple's home Wed­ 
nesday evening, April 22. De­ 
tectives reported after the 
shooting that the couple had 
been drinking wine and ap­ 
parently had been arguing be­

cause dinner had not been 
prepared.

SCHULTZ has been an in­ 
spector at the National Supply 
Co. for several years.

The condition of Schultz re­ 
mains serious, the HERALD 
was told yesterday.

In the event that lie suc­ 
cumbs to the wound, the police 
will seek a murder complaint 
against his wife, it was indi­ 
cated Friday.

Mrs. Schultz was remanded 
to county jail after her ar­ 
raignment two days after the 
shooting.
